LONDON, Oct. 27.—Details have been 
ireoeived of the massaore of the native 
Christians of Uganda, Africa, by the or- 
der of King Mwanga. The massacre be- 
gan in Jime, and was directly due to the 
refusal of a Christian lad acting as the 
king's page to commit an abominable 
crime. Many Christians were tortured 
mntilated and speared, and thirty-two 
were bnmed alive together. 
The ap- 
peals of the missionaries for a cessation 
of the atrocities were unavailing. 
The 
late of the unfortunates did not serve to 
frighten candidates for baptism, anc 
within a week after the massacre many 
natives were baptized 


Leaflets c ontaining extracts from the 
scriptures, prayers and hymns in the 
Uganda language are freely bought by 
the people, although their possession in- 
•olvea danger of punishment. 
The 
diary of Bis bop Hannington, who was 
put to death by the king, will soon be 
published in London. It is a thrilling 
and pathetic narrative of his experiences 
in Uganda up to the day of ,his death.

Dying in Want and Misery—Sad 
of William Schoolay.

JœPFBRsoNvUij.B, Jul, Oct. 27,—Wil- 
liam Schoolaj, a man who was ouce the 
subject of considerable newspaper no- 
toriety, and who passed through one of 
the most terrible experiences that could 
be imagined, is dj'iog at the home of a 
relative iu Ohio Falls, a small suburb ot 
this city. 
Î«m6 years ago he was em 
ployed in the Adams express office at 
Nashville, and was one of the most trust- 
ed of the company's employes. One day 
•a package containing $10,000 was in- 
trusted to his care. 
The temptation 
proved too great and he secreted the 
money about his person and 
fled. 
He 
was captured before he reached the 
sheltering protection of the British do- 
minions, and brought back to Nashville. 
Then commenced for him a series of the 
most horrible tortures that could be im- 
agined. Every effort was made to make 
him divulge the place where he had hid 
den the money. 
He stoutly protested 
his innocence, and when the detcctivds 
hung him up by the thumbs and beat 
him into insensibility, he never winced, 
and his lips seemed hermetically sealed. 
He was starved and tortured every way 
that could be conceived, but nothing 
could be obtained from him. 


One night his friends on the outside 
assisted him to escape, and he reached 
Canada before the strong arm of the law 
could stop his flight. With the money 
he had stolen he purchased a farm, and 
with his wife and two pretty little 
children, spent two years in the land of 
the Canucks. At length disease took hi8 
children from him, and later on his wife 
was called to the great hereafter. 


Broken in heart and spirit the unfor- 
tunate man became a prey to the pangs 
of remorse. Finally he returned, gave 
himself up and served a term in the Ten 
nessee penitentiary. 
When released his 
health was gone and consumption was 
gradually sapping his life away. 
Now 
he is dying and an ill-spent lifâ is nearly 
ended.
